This office action is in response to applicant's remarl<s filed on November 8*, 
2010. Currently, claims 3-7, 9-12, 23-26 and 28-36 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3-7, 9-12, 23-26 and 28-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a 
thorough search of related prior, the circuit in independent claims 3-7 and 9-12 could 
not be found. More specifically, the structure of claim 3 in combination with 'each of 
said plurality of differential logic cells is configured to receive and propagate said 
precharge wave and/or said predischarge wave during a precharge and/or pre- 
discharge phase, and is further configured to during an evaluation phase, receive 
differential data on its inverted inputs and its corresponding non-inverted inputs and 
evaluate said differential data to produce differential output data on its inverted logic 
outputs and its non-inverted logic outputs' could not be found within a reference(s) or 
the combination thereof.
